ABUNDANCE OF FOOD PRODUCTS 


In the latest crop report from Washington—a report 
that is virtually final so far as it relates to prime necessi- 
‘ies, the yield of Indian corn is placed at 3,200,000,000 
bushels. The people of this country, especially the ur- 
ban and foreign populations, know all too little of the 
food and forage value of corn. Rtlatively few realize that 
a crop of more than three billion bushels of corn would 
save this country from starvation—would furnish it with 
bread, and with more than enough meat, if not another 
ounce of grain of any other sort were produced. It would 
mean thirty-two bushels of corn per capita, whereas 
twelve bushels per capita would be sufficient for food- 
stuffs, while the additional 2,000,000,000 bushels would, 
as every farmer boy can tell you, produce nearly a thous- 
and pounds of meat per capita of population, if properly 
distributed and fed to food animals and poultry. To be 
conservative, it would insure to each man, woman and 
child in the country at least two pounds of meat a day. 


Corn is only one of our grain crops. Wheat has not 
done so well, but even at that we will raise a surplus, as 
will raise surplus oats, barley, buckwheat, sweet and white 
potatoes and tons of other vegetables. 

There is only one thing that will explain continued 
high prices, and that is food conspiracies on the part of the 
distributors, and there is only one effective way to deal 
with food conspirators. They should be sent to jail. 


Notwithstanding the satisfactory crop outlook, waste 
at this time is inexcusable. Our allies are in sore straits 
and can absorb every pound of wheat and corn and meat 
-nd potatoes that we can spare. The less we consume the 
more we can send away. The war is going to be won 
largely in the grain fields of the country. For this reason 
our surplus is not exactly a surplus. It is a necessity, just 
as the output of our munition plants are necessities essen- 
tial to success. 


DOING OUR BIT IN THE WAR 


We can't all enlist 'and fight in the trenches. But 
there is work to be done at home. Are you doing your 
“bit?” Waving flags and cheering as the’ troops go by 
won't help win the war. And we are going to win—make 
up your mind on it. Otherwise, life is not worth while. 
he boys at the front only ask to be kept supplied with 
war materials. They will do the rest. The liberty loan 
is the government's method of paving for what the boys 
need. A\1e vou doing your ‘hit?’ 

The liberty loan makes it easy for vou to help win 
the war. ‘The boys at the front are buying these liberty 
bonds. And what are you doing? You can't work on an 
empty stomach. The liberty bonds feed the war machine. 
Have you thought what might happen if we stopped the 
supply of food and fighting material?, Think it over. 
You should buy at once and buy again. Those who talk 
“better investments for their money” fail to realize that no 
investment would be safe, no life would be sale, no home 
—nothing would be safe if the liberty loan is not subserib- 
ed and over subscribed, and every one who is a real Ameri- 
can is the owner of bonds and more bonds.
